THE KANSAS WAR EKDJQD. 


Late new* received in Chicago, from Kansas, 


corroborates the statement made yesterday by 
the telegraph to the effect that the troubles in 
Kansas had ceased, and that peace had been 
restored, but it was not secured by any yield- 
ing on the part of tho Free State men, as tho 
dispatch would lead us to infer.

Doubtless wo must look for an in- 
crease—for the country is growing—but an in- 
crease which leaps from four to near thirty 
million* "for the'.army and navy, or from twelve 
to s]»venty-fivo million* for general expendi- 
ture*, what shall be said or thought of that? 


Remember, under John Quincy Adams' rule 


theory wa* ""retrenchment and reform." JPhy, 
history doe* not tell u*. But it came and swept 
over the land a* with the stirring blast of the 
bugle, prostrating all who opposed it. Yet now 
the army and navy alone, in contracts for *np- 
pHet, for moving troop*, .for all and every ar- 
rangement, ha* beeoine the pathway for pecu- 
lating partisans and political pimps to tread.— 
They grow-rich thus. The whole clas* wax 
fat.

If," says Kossuth, "Alexander Romanoff

Besides, I was saying that, faith- 
ul to thi* programme, they could not keep the 
Crimea. To keep it, they had to drive Russia 
>ack from the Blaek Sea, permanently ; bat 
;hat that is impossible without a Polish cam- 
paign—and that'* precisely what the We»tern 
Power* are not willing to have. Rather dis- 
grace', ridicule, nay, even defeat, than harm 
Despotiim and serve Liberty by a Polish cam- 
>aign. The logical consequence is, that they 
actually avoid to conquer the Crimea."
